I em indeed pleased to have your letter of Hay 7 and the informaticn therewith 
enclosed with regerd to your Eley line. 


I understend my Sley line is as follows: Robert Sley (or Elie), the immigrent 
to Iele of Might County, Virginia, © | who my notes show came to Americe in 1635 and 
who married Martha Doughtie (Doughty, Dowdy, Daughtie, Daughtrey 7?), deughter of 
Jemes Doughtie of Nansemond County, Virginia; Robert Hley, jr., who married Jens Bras- 
well (or Eracewsll), daughter of Robert Braswell; Robert Zley, III, whose wife may 
have been a daughter of Jeremiah Zmam; Robert Fley, IY, tho married Alice Gale, daughter 
of Thomas Gale; Alice Eley, Wife of Hardy Darden (son of Ceptain John Darden of thesIsle 
of Wight County, Virginie, militia in the American Fevolution, son of Jecob Darden, son 
of Stephen Darden, jr., son of Stephen Darden who I understand was the immigrant); Alice 
Darden, wife of Jemec Holland; Hardy Darden Holland; Sarah Holland, wife of Williaa 
Gray Gwaltney (son of James Gwaltosy, jr., son of Jamas Gwaltney, son of John Gwaltney, 
jr., son of John Gwaltney, son of Thomas Gwaltney, jr., son of Thomas Gwaltney who I 
understand was the immigrent); Oceana Winifred Gueltney, wife of Semuel dein West, 
Confederate soldier; Grace West, wife of James R. McClamroch; James Gwaltney Restwar- 
ren MacClemroch.

You will note that your Eley line as showm in your notes and may Lley line as 
outlined above dow to our last common ancestor are diffsrent and one of them is 
obviously incorrect. You may be correct, but I shall eppreciate your advising me 
from whom cr from whence you obtained your information. In the meantime I am call- 
ing these differences to the attention of the gmealogisat who obtained most of the 
information on this particular line for me. If I am wrong - end it ia quite possible 
that I em - I, of course, wish to get my records straight. 


You show the immigrant, Robert fley, es having married Marthe Doughtie and we 
are both in agrsement as to this. You next show Robert “ley, jr.,as I do, but I 
have his wife as Jano Braswell while you have his wife as Alice who must 
have bem Alice Gale if you are correct in showing one of their children es Gale 
Eley, but I show Alice Gale, daughter of Thomas Gale, as the wife of Robert Sley, IV, 
and my descent dom to them is thru Robert ley, ITI, whose wife may have been a 
Ceughter of Jeremiah Sxum. 


In your notes it is said that the name fley is derived from the "Isle of Ely* 
in Cambridgeshire, fngland, and in Cornish-British signifies “a place of willows";

Supplementing my letter to you of May 5: 


Mrs. Thomas Pruden died suse years ego. JF remember hor, but I do not reseaber Mr. 
Pruden. I recall that there wers two or thres daughters end I knew Gordon end Sidney. 
None of them live here now that I know of. Sidney was Living here at the time of his 
death tro or three years ago, but he lived in Denville for a number of yeers before 
roturning hers. His widow merried again end she end har deughter now live in ReiZsville. 
I believe I recall sesing in the newapupere that the daughter wee married « few monthe 
ago bui J am not certain. Her name is Shirley. The last 1 heard of Gordon he was living 
in Clayton and several years ugo married « widow. I never rsalized until your letter 
that the Pruden boys and I arse distently kin. I unmderstend from your letter that Ure. 
Proden was your first cousin; that she wes 4 Marshall end her mother ras an ley. She 
therefore has the same common Zlsy ancestor with me that you do end doubtlesa has the 
seme common Holland ancestor. 


I note that you also have several Holiands in your line and it is quite likely that 
in addition to auving = common Eley ancestor you end I aluo heve a Holland common ancestor. 
I noted in my letter to you of May 9 the Hollands in my line as far as I know them and 
enything you can add will be greotly appraciated. I understand that one of my Holland 
ancestors nas aleo a Revolutionary soldier ~ I baliove from Isle of Fight County - but 
I have not as yet been able to prove it. 


There were two Eley men at the University of North Cerolina before and during ay 
time there. The elder was in school with my older cousin, Pre .oiend KcClaaroch, who 
is now 4 member of ths faculty there, and the younger was/for 6 tims wlth me. The 
elder belonged to py collogs fraternity and the last I heard of him was e practicing 
physician in Portsmouth. I do not recall the nems of the younger but he was knomm as 
"Slick" G@ley. I did not fealize at the time that these men were distant kinsman of mine 
but from what I know now I em sure they are. 


My mother had considered attending the National Congress of the DAR in Washington 
beginning May 19 but abandoned the idea when it developed that my sister, Mrs. James F. 
Hoge of New fork, and her childr®n were paying us a visit about thet time.

It is true that I am 4 Braswall descendant provided Mrs. Charles & Davis of 
Smithfield, Virginia, has worked out my Holland, Darden, Eley, Brasrell, Gele, 

Doughtie line correctly which I am sure she has except that J have found en apparent 
difference in my Eley line with that of Mrs. John Kay Lang of Harrington, Delaware, 
which I have called to Mrs. Davis’ attmtion. 

As to the Wests, while I am not as yet certain, it appears thet William Bajor West 
(whoss second wife was Lucy Caroline Warren, daughter of Phillips Warren, son of Lisu- 
tment Jesse Warren, son‘of Allen Warren, III, ete.) was the som of Bernard Major ~ I 
beliave it was Bernard Major, III - and fara who eubsequmtly merried a Cryer 
or Cryar and he, William H. West, took the neme West on being adopted or at Least reared 
by Williem West end wife who lived near Cerslsy's church im Surry County. I heve been 
trying for years to find out definitely whether Bemard Major tho in his will left 
Williem Major West a considerable portion of his estate and calbed him his son was hie 
father end what Sara Cryer's maiden surnames. was, but thus far without success. 
If William Mejor West was a Major which now appears likely then his Major linsege on 
back to the immigrant is clear. As you know he was Sheriff of Surry County for many years. 





I note that the originel Braswell unceeter as show by Mrs. Davis in my line, wes 
named Robert and it is quite lixely that he is the same Robart Braswell (Breeswell, 
Bracewell), shown in your note from 1 Heuning pege 378 86 having been the som of Ricnard 
Bracewell, gentleman, of London, having matriculated at Oxford University February 22, 
1627-28, at the age of 15 end heaving graduated with the B. A. degre: on November 3, 1631, 
who came to Virginia before 1651, was chose a member of the House of Burgesses in 1653, 
and died in Isle of Wight County in 1668 leaving a lerge library. I am writing our friend 
Frank Tyler of Canterbury to try to find the will of Richerd Bracewpoll emong the wills of 
the Prerogative Court of Canterbury or in the records of the London courts ag you suggest 
and as soon as I hear from him I shall let you know.
